Saratoga's Company 


The Saratogian of April 11 included, 
under the heading, “We’ve Got Com- 
pany.” an editorial full of worry about 
the new Finger Lakes track at Canan- 
daigua, which expects to offer 75 days 
of racing in 1960. 

“... the new track will to some extent 
obviate Saratoga’s exclusive racing pro- 
tection, Contrary to some opinion this 
iaw . . . does not apply to the local 
track alone. 

“The law says that of the number of 
racing days granted each year, a mini- 
mum of 24 must be granted exclusively 
to Zone 2. Since Zone 2 is all of upstate 
New York, it applies equally to the Finger 
Lakes project and Saratoga... . 

“How come the Finger Lakes track can 
be a private operation, while the 
New York Racing Association must oper- 
ate as a non-profit outfit? What effect 
will this dual standard have on NYRA 
operations? 

“So now we have a new brother upstate. 
brought into the world with Ashley Trim- 
ble Cole. chairman of the State Racing 
Commission, in attendance. It remains to 


be seen whether the kid will be a pal or 
a nuisance to his aging elder kin.” 
Fears expressed in the editorial were 
echoed by H. S. Finney, president of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company, when he was 
guest of honor at a dinner celebrating the 
40th anniversary of the Saratoga Springs 
Chamber of Commerce. (Finney was pre- 
sented a gavel made from the railing of 
a balustrade in the old Grand Union 
Hotel. He fancied that it had been “car- 
essed by the hand of Lillian Russell.”)

Simmering Down 


Almost from the moment of his election 
last November as governor of Ohio, Mi- 
chael V. DiSalle had taken a keen interest 
in Thoroughbred racing. and by mid- 
March he had the sport at a high boil. 


Newspapers said that DiSalle’s investi- 
gations had disclosed that “bribes and 
pay-offs were a standard practice in Ohio 
racing circles,” that many persons of “un- 
desirable character” were involved in rac- 
ing in Ohio, and that changes were needed 
in the racing commission’s supervision of 
the sport. 

The controversy came to a head early 
in April, after it was revealed that com- 
missioner Zolton Gombos obtained 
half-price urine and saliva testing for 
harness operators at Northfield Park and 
Painesville Raceway. Questioned about 
the arrangement. Gombos said. “If I can’t 
do favors in the public interest, what’s 
the sense of being on the board.” and 
shortly thereafter he resigned. 

Relatively little was involved in the 
Gombos case, but it fired up both critics 
and defenders of horse racing in Ohio. 
Some members of the legislature cried 
for an all-out investigation, others thought 
the governor should appear before com- 
mittee to defend his charges against the 
sport’s supervisors. 


“I do not feel that racing has priority 
oi the importance which would warrant 
my appearance before your committee.” 
DiSalle said, “but I am willing to make 
my views on this matter available to you 
and the entire legislature in the form of 
a special message.” 

On April 22, the governor’s message 
was read to a joint legislative session, 
and a copy of his text was sent to THE 
Bioop-Horse. The governor had asked 
for some basic changes in the Ohio racing 
law and had dwelt at some length on the 
state’s responsibility to racing and the 
public. and in the main the language was 
moderate and the overtones were subdued, 
indicating that more placid times were 
ahead. The principal parts of the message 
follow: 


As a result of legislative action, we are placed 
in a position of having to regulate an industry 
which draws its revenues from wagering. As a 
result, the state has over a period of years, in 
connection with its role as a regulator, relied more 
and more on taxation derived from the results 
of an effort which leaves people in government 
with mixed emotions. 
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Pecause of the nature of the enterprise and the 
fact that the state itself makes it possible, the 
responsibility of government to the publie to guar- 
antee that this enterprise is conducted in such a 
manner as to protect absolutely the interest of 
the public and those individuals who participate 
as bettors, is one that carries the highest degree 
How, then, must we proceed 
to carry on this rather unique function of gov- 
ernment?

We must use a judicious mixture of legislation 
people with the responsibility of 
seeing to it that the legislation which is adopted 
is complied with, not only in spirit but in letter. 
It is our further duty to insure that the people 
who are charged with the responsibility are of 
the highest type possible, for to them must be 
delegated the additional responsibility of adopting 
rules and regulations which further implement 
the law enacted by the General Assembly.

The basic legislation which regulates horse rac- 
ing and peri-mutuel betting in Ohio has not been 
changed since its adoption. In the meantime, rac- 
ing has grown in Ohio to a point where wagering 
has now reached over $130,000,000 in one racing 
season as compared to $6,500,000 in 1933, and the 
state’s revenues have increased from $104,000 in 
1933 to $7,612,000 in 1958. It is well to note 
that the state’s share from pari-mutuel betting in 


Ohio in 1958 exceeded the total wagering in Ohio 
in 1933. 


Whenever the public wagers $130,000,000, there 
is bound to be attracted to the industry some 
people who are lured by the thoughts of easy 
money and methods of perpetuating a selfish in- 
tcrest on their part to even a larger slice of the 
wagering pie. 

Legislation, in and of itself, will go a long way 
toward minimizing the impact of this attempt to 
take advantage of the public’s appetite for this 
type of activity. However, the need for more 
stringent regulation has increased as the size of 
the industry has increased, and with this need 
for more stringent regulation arises the need for 
a strong, firm hand to accept the duties and _ re- 
sponsibilities of fair and impartial regulation. 

My study of the problem as it has developed 
in Ohio indicates that we have gradually been 
able to shift ownership of racing facilities to 
people who have made substantial investments in 
money and who generally represent the position 


that rating, in order to be successful, must be 
clean and must be of good quality. However, 
even these persons with substantial investments 


recognize the need for protection from many of 
the petty practices which make it more difficult 
to achieve the highest standards in the State of 
Ohio. 

The Legislative Service Commission, in its  re- 
port of January 1959 through a legislative sub- 
committee, a majority being members of the Re- 
publican party, recommended that the racing 
commission should be expanded from a four-mem- 
ber to a five-member commission with no more 
than three of the members to be members of the 
same political party. They further provided that 
appointments to the commission should be subject 
to Senate confirmation.

Politics and Racing 


“What has been the nature of Gov. Michael V. DiSalle’s brief administra- 
tion?” we asked Preston HINEBAUGH, our Ohio cowrespondent. His answer: 


Mike DiSalle was named Ohio’s governor by a whacking majority in last 
November's election. Furthermore, it was for a 4-year term. Until 1948, the 
governorship was undertaken on a 2-year basis. Last fall all of that was 


Going for the 4-year term, DiSalle scarcely had to stretch a tonsil. The 
opposition had married something called “right to work,” eliminating completely 


Not only did DiSalle come home in front by 450,000, the Senate went 
Democratic and so did the House. With so stout an advantage, the Democrats 
decided they should produce a stout program, and they did. Tax receipts in the 
next biennium would go up one-third of a billion dollars. 

Lawmakers took under consideration a 2-cent-per-pack raise in cigarette 
taxes. There was an upward adjustment of the sales taxes. Up went the barrel 
price of beer, as well as the per-bottle price on distilled beverages at the state 


All of these proposals have been given to the legislature. And last week, 
the governor asked for a general revision of the Ohio Horse Racing Act. 

The 4-man commission would become a one-man commission, and_ there 
would be an unsalaried advisory committee. There would be a daily franchise 
fee of $1.000 for running tracks and $500 for trotting tracks. Breakage would 
be the state’s. An increase in the state’s share of the take would increase revenue 
by $3,000.000. The one-man board could revoke licenses at his own discretion, 
substantial evidence” to support his case. 

It seems that Columbus will be expected to rewrite all rules of racing. 

Since the law was set down 27 years ago, commissioners’ terms have been 
staggered so that each year there are 3 holdovers and only one new commissioner.

right to appoint a commission in which members 
of his own party would be charged with the re- 
sponsibility for regulatiin. I can foresee in a 
commission that size the same difficulty that 
exists today in attempting to fix the responsibility 
for action on the part of the commission. 

To fix responsibility for administration of this 
agency of state government squarely where it 
belongs, there should be a unity of authority. 
One person, appointed by the governor and _serv- 
ing at his pleasure with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, would then be charged with the 
obligation of putting into effect legislative enact- 
ments and the rules and regulations of horse 
racing. An advisory committee, bipartisan in 
nature, with at least two members having a_back- 
ground in harness racing, would be available for 
consultation on the composition of rules and regu- 
lations and the various problems arising in the 
business. 

The advisory committee would serve without 
compensation, except for reimbursement for actual 
expenses incurred in connection with the attend- 
ance at meetings of the advisory committee. The 
salary of the commissioner should be commen- 
surate with the responsibilities and fulltime nature 
of the activity. The salary should be sufficient 
to attract the highest type of person possible. 

It should be further provided that appeals could 
be taken from the ruling of the commissioner 
directly to the courts. There should be no ques- 
tion with reference to the authority of the com- 
missioner to issue, suspend, or revoke licenses of 
personnel. 

Close scrutiny must be paid to the licensing of 
personnel and the commissioner would need the 
broadest discretion regarding the issuance or de- 
nial of such licenses. It is my opinion that par- 
ticipants in racing, at least, should be removed 
from the protection of the Administrative Procedure 
Act regarding “reliable, probative and substantial 
evidence” being necessary to sustain any order 
of the commission. 
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There should not be any question with reference 
to the background and character of those who are 
licensed by this agency of state government. 
Those whose general reputation would fall in the 
category of being questionable should not be per- 
mitted to participate in this highly volatile state- 
regulated industry. 

One of the most troublesome questions is the 
question of racing dates. It is not an easy matter 
to write a formula which would spell out who 
would be entitled to dates and how many dates 
to which they might be entitled. I would recom- 
mend that the number of dates to be granted 
by the commission should not, in the future, 
exceed those granted in 1958, and that they be 
reapvoriioned according to population, using geo- 
graphical distribution as the equator for the 
granting of these dates. 

There is considerable confusion existing in the 
interchangeable use of day and date. This should 
be clarified by the provision recommended by the 
Legislative Service Commission that a racing meet 
may be held in the afternoon at one track, and that 
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harness racing might be conducted in the evening 
at another track on the same day regardless of 
the location of the tracks. 

It is my belief that there is a certain level of 
racing below which we must not sink if racing 
in Ohio is ever to improve. Under o:r present 
tax structure, it is often more profitable to con- 
duct a small meeting on some county fairground 
with minimum facilities for the comfort and 
convenience of the public, than it is to spend 
substantial sums for modern plants with all con- 
veniences for both horsemen and patrons. The 
establishment of a franchise fee might well make 
it economically unfeasible to conduct sub- 
standard meetings. 

Consequently, recommend that) franchise 
fee be established, not to exceed $1,090 a day for 
running tracks, and $500 a day for harness meets. 

It would be my furiher recommendation that 
the legislature gve consideration to the state 
securing all of the breakage which is new = di- 
vided equally between the state and the track 
operators. There bas been some opinion expressed 
that the share of revenues as diverted from_ the 
racing public should not exceed 15%. If it is 
felt that 15% should be a maximum limit, the 
state’s need for revenue in excess of that figure 
might well be satisfied by its appropriation of 
100% of the breakage. 

Furthermore, 1 would recommend that monies 
held by operators as a result of the failure of 
the bettor to claim his winnings be placed in 
escrow and turned over to the state within six 
months after the conclusion of each meet. 

The state and public both could benefit if more 
than one meeting should be conducted at the 
plant having the best facilities any area. 
However, the danger of monopoly in’ such cases 
would be clear and ever present: therefore, strict 
precautions must be taken to avoid that possibility. 

It is my further recommendation that neither 
the commissioner nor any member of the advisory 
committee be permitted to issue any passes other 
than to those persons having a direct responsibility 
for official visits to the track in connection with 
their duties, or members cr employees of the 
commission. 

In submitting these recommendations to you, my 
sole purpose is to establish the highest possible 
standards and the bset quality of performance, 
and to attempt to clarify the atmosphere from 
the rather doubtful and suspicicus lack of confi- 
dence that justifiably or unjustifiably exists at 
this time. The restoration of complete confidence 
is an essential if we are to continue the state’s role 
in this activity. Without it racing cannot continue 
to exist in the State of Ohio. Even with treating 
the matter with complete candor, the maintenance 
of public approval will be difficult. 


FLORIDA 
Now Wadeless 


Miami. Horace Wade. director of rac- 
ing and publicity for Gulfstream Park. 
walked into his office during the closing 
week of the meeting and prepared for his 
daily 8 a.m. radio broadcast. 

“Well. Horace.” said the announcer, “a 
few more days and it’s all over.” 

“That’s right.” Wade said, “it’s almost 
over.” 

There was more than the usual signifi- 
cance in the statement. After 15 years 
as major domo at Gulfstream. Wade had 
resigned. 

It was known that Wade was unhappy 
because several of his pet promotions had 
been eliminated by track management. 

“Yes. that has to be a factor in my 
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resignation,” Wade admitted. “But t'at’s 
not the main reason. Basically. it’s a con- 
flict in dates. I simply didn’t feel I could 
do this job justice.” 

The date conflict arose when Waterford 
Park. in which Wade owns 30 per cent 
of the stock, was allocated the dates of 
June 17-August 28 and October 12-No- 
vember 28. 

“We had requested earlier dates, not 
only because I wanted to avoid conflict 
with my job at Gulfstream but because 
we feared the repercussions of bad weath- 
er. We have an open grandstand at Water- 
ford and bad weather really hurts us. 
But the dates are set now. and we have 
to make the best of them.” 

Wade also owns “a very large. slice” 
of Latonia race track. “I’m so heavily 
invested in the 2 tracks that I feel 
obligated to devote a full effort to them. 

“IT don’t guess [ll be doing anything 
with Florida racing now. but there are 
other possibilities.” 

Specifically, Wade is extremely inter- 
ested in the possible legalization of pari- 
mutuel betiing in Pennsylvania and Texas. 

“I’ve already been approached by rac- 
ing interests from both states.” he said. 

“One reason we don’t plan to cover the 
stands at Waterford is that we want to 
wait and see if racing is going to come 
in around Pittsburgh. If it does, it 
certainly is going to alter our perspective 
in West Virginia. 

“Personally, I feel that we could handle 
as much play at Waterford in 60 days as 
we do now in 90. What’s more, if they 
started racing around Pittsburgh it would 
create new fans for racing in West Vir- 
ginia.” 

As for the Texas situation, Horace re- 
vealed he had been asked to help push a 
racing bill through the state legislature. 

“I haven't had time to do that.” he said. 
“but if it does pass I might well go back 
there. I’m about as well known in Texas 
as I am in Florida. My first major racing 
pest was at Arlington Downs — back in 
1934. 

“Another thing I'd like to do in the 
winter is make a tour of European racing 
and do some magazine stories — for pub- 
lications like Holiday. That would be a 
lo: of fun. it would be profitable for me, 
and I think it would help racing. 

“So I figure to keep busy, even without 
Gulfstream. TIl miss it, of course. Jimmy 
Donn was a wonderful boss.” 

Wade, who took over Gulfstream’s pub- 
licity post when Donn gained possession 
of the track in 1934, helped turn a broken- 
down track into a south Florida landmark 
and one of the nation’s best racing plants. 
His promotional ability was notably ap- 
parent in making the Florida Derby one 
of the major 3-year-old stakes of the year. 
usually drawing a field comparable to 
that which ran in the Flamingo Stakes 
at Hialeah. 
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Among the foals at Catesby Clay’s 
Runnymede Farm, Paris, Ky., is a colt 
by Cyclotron—*Golden Strand, owned 
by I. S. Florsheim. Cyclotron, owned 
by a syndicate, stands at Runnymede. 


Gulfstream, which ended its season 
April 22, was down 2.7 per cent in at- 
tendance and down 1.5 per cent in mutuel 
play. The decrease, Wade believes, can 
be blamed almost entirely on atrocious 
weather between March 18 and 21, during 
the week of the Gulfstream Handicap. 


“T think we would have had a tremen- 
dous season, simply tremendous. if we 
hadn’t got hit with that horrible rain and 
cold and wind those 4 days.” he said. 
“We were swimming right along, with 
the handle showing an increase almost 
every day. We were hitting $2-million on 
Saturdays. 


“In that 4-day period we dropped over 
$1,100,000 compared to the same 4 days 
a year ago. Take Thursday: last year we 
did $1,344,000; this year we had $985,000. 
On the Saturday of the Gulfstream Hand- 
icap we were down almost $300,000. You 
don’t regain a day like that. 


“What's worse. we learned the area 
lost 100,000 tourists that week. People 
who were paying $60 a day for a hotel 
rocm are only going to take so much bad 
weather before they decide to pack up and 
go home where they can get the same 
weather for nothing.” 


Gulfstream this year scheduled the 
Florida Derby a week later than in 1958. 


“It helped keep some of the people.” 
Wade said, “but it didn’t keep the horses. 
Not even a $100,000 race. I tell you. 
Florida is facing a real, real problem 
with New York and Maryland opening 
earlier and earlier and running later. 


“Right now Gulfstream and Tropical 
suffer the most, but before long Hialeah 
will feel it. When a trainer can race 
914 months in New York he isn’t even 
going to bother to ship to Florida at all. 

“We've already lost our Maryland con- 
tingent, fellows who were with us for 
years. When we lose the New York 
group, we’re going to have to cling to the 
hard core from Chicago and New Jersey, 
where we don’t conflict with the racing 
dates. 

“The 3 tracks here should get together 
and set up some sort of requirements.” 

Florida Derby Day drew a mutuel play 
of $1.856.000, compared to $1,310,000 a 
year ago. Monday through Friday of 
Derby week was alternately up and down 
and the weather appeared to be the de- 
termining factor. 


Improvements 


Jimmy Donn Jr., Gulfstream vice presi- 
dent. said he was “very much satisfied” 
with the meeting. “In the light of the 
weather we've had, I’m perfectly happy 
to come as close as we did to breaking 
even.” 

Donn said the track did not plan any 
major physical changes for next year. 

“There are a lot of little jobs to be 
taken care of.” he said. “We'll rebuild 
all the washrooms in the barn area and 
do some more paving back there. We're 
going to rebuild most of our electrical 
system. 

“We'll probably build a 6-furlong chute 
on the grass course. We're really going 
to do a job of landscaping the infield; 
this year we only had time for a haphazard 
jeb because the grass course was finished 
so close to our opening. 

“We also plan new gate entrances. 
We've never been satisfied with them, but 
we wanted to wait until we finished paving 
the parking lots before doing anything 
about it. Next year you'll see entrances 
made of ornate iron and adobe brick.” 


The Leaders 


Walt Blum was leading rider at the 
meeting with 43 winners. Arnold Winick, 
who had been leading trainer at Tropical, 
led again at Gulfstream with 20 victories.

The Light Brigade 


Shortly before the first division of the 
Derby Trial was run at Churchill Downs 
April 28, Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney 
announced his decision concerning Sil- 
ver Spoon. 

“T decided the race is completely open.” 
he said, “and therefore we have the same 
chance as anyone. and for that reason we 
decided to run.” 

Spurred on by the same logic, the 
owners and trainers of about 2 dozen 
3-year-olds came thundering up to the 
threshold of the 85th Kentucky Derby. 
Some of them would cease thundering be- 
fore they passed the entry box, but the 
race was still so open, even after the 
Trials, that Calumet Farm’s unseasoned 
On-and-On and Mrs. Carrie Hillock’s 
Quantrell were not removed from the list 
of probable starters until Wednesday be- 
fore the Derby. 

The first division of the Trial was in- 
conclusive because of crowding at the top 
of the stretch. Troilus coming out and 
Open View swerving in to pinch back 
Royal Orbit and Rico Tesio. Open View 
lost the lead to the handsome and _ power- 
ful Finnegan near the finish, then re- 
gained it when Karl Korte found enough 
room to let him run without fear of his 
lugging in against another horse. 

The second division was inconclusive 
because it failed to provide strong compe- 
tition for First Landing. . . . The Derby 
still had a thousand ifs. Brownie Leach’s 
office thoughtfully had provided foaling 
dates for all the starters; an astrologer 
had as much chance of predicting the re- 
sult as Univac, which was practicing up 
for the job. 
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NEW JERSEY 
Monmouth Stakes 


A stakes program worth $569.000 to 
flat runners and another $29,500 to jump- 
ers will be offered this summer at Mon- 
mouth Park’s 50-day meeting. June 12- 
August 8. Last year’s flat program was 
for $510.000 in added money. 

The Sapling Stakes, now an early-clos- 
ing race for 2-year-olds at 6 furlongs, was 
raised $50,000, to $100,000, and the Soror- 
ity Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, and the 
Rumson Handicap. for 3-year-olds and 
older herses, each was raised $5,000.

Death of Omaha 


Omaha, winner of the 1935 Kentucky 
Derby, Preakness and Belmont Stakes, 
died last week at the farm of Grove 
Porter, Nebraska City, Neb. He was buried 
near his own monument at Ak-Sar-Ben. 

Bred and raced by Belair Stud, Omaha 
was second in the Sanford, Champagne, 
and Junior Champion Stakes at 2, and 
the next year, in addition to sweeping the 
spring classics, he won the Dwyer Stakes 
and Arlington Classic, was sécond in the 
Withers Stakes, third in the Wood 
Memorial Stakes and Brooklyn Handicap. 

In 1936 the late William Woodward 
sent Omaha to England, where he further 
distinguished himself as a colt of immense 
courage and ability. In his first start the 
son of Gallant Fox won the 114-mile Victor 
Wild Stakes, carrying 129 pounds, and in 
his next start, under a burden of 130 
pounds, he won the 2-mile Queens Plate. 

Two weeks later, on June 18, he ran 
one of the finest races of his career, 
finishing second to the filly Quashed in 
the 214-mile Ascot Gold Cup. The 2 had 
engaged each other a half-mile from the 
finish, at the bottom of the uphill stretch. 
and had run head-to-head to the finish 
line, where the filly got the decision by 
inches. 

Omaha raced once more in England, in 
the 114-mile Princess of Wales’s Stakes, 
finishing a close second to Taj Akbar 
under the most difficult conditions. He 
sweated profusely in the paddock (one 
writer said he must have lost 7 pounds 
before he went on the course), and he 
delayed the start for 6 minutes. Carrying 
tep weight of 138 pounds over a rain- 
soaked track, he was near the pace for 
1144 miles, and throughout the last quar- 
ter-mile he and Taj Akbar (120) ran 
eye-to-eye, the 3-year-old winning by a 
neck, 
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Woodward kept the horse in England 
fer a shot at the 1937 Ascot Gold Cup, 
but in mid-June he injured a tendon of 
the left fore leg, and later that year he 
was returned home to begin stud duties 
at Claiborne Farm, Paris. Ky.. where 
he was foaled. 

In 1943, after determining that Omaha 
was unlikely to reproduce anything ap- 
proaching his own class, Woodward leased 
the horse to The Jockey Club’s Lookover 
Stallion Station at Avon, N. Y., and in 
1950 arrangements were completed to 
stand the horse in Nebraska. The best 


of his get were Prevaricator and Hidalgo.

VETERINARY 


lron by Injection 


Veterinary magazines which more than 
2 years ago reported the successful use 
of a new drug in the treatment of iron- 
deficiency anemia in baby pigs have not 
yet reported the results of its use in 
equine practice. Nevertheless, iron- 
dextran complex first produced by the 
Benger Laboratories in Cheshire, England, 
appears to have become the most widely 
used treatment for anemic horses on the 
race track. 


Under the name of Imferon, the drug 
is distributed for medical use in the U. S. 
by Lakeside Laboratories. Anchor Serum 
Company, of St. Joseph, Missouri, distri- 
butes it for veterinary use under the trade 
name FE-50, and Armour Laboratories, 
of Kankakee, Illinois, sells it as Armi- 
dexan. True Davis Jr.. of the Anchor 
Serum Company, calls it one of the most 
widely used of the drugs recently made 
available. 


Principal advantage of the drug is that 
it may be administered parenterally, that 
is, outside the intestine, without side ef- 
fects. Intramuscular injection permits ac- 
curate control of the amount of medicine 
which becomes available to the animal. 
The product is not expensive. 

Several race track veterinarians report 
having used the drug extensively with 
good results. The usual dose, injected 
deep into a large muscle, is 10 cc. In 
cases where red cells and hemoglobin are 
quite low, marked recovery usually is 
nected after the second injection. One 
veterinarian reported, “the worst case I 
ever saw was back to normal after 4 
injections.” Side effects are minimal; 
some horses are likely to “go off their 
feed” the day after treatment.

Company Business 


The annual membership meeting of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company was held at 
Keeneland on Friday, April 24. General 
manager William S. Evans, after report- 
ing that the firm had enjoyed a successful 
year in 1958. invited questions on com- 
pany policy. and the only criticism con- 
cerned the company’s $200 minimum com- 
niission at the April sale of race horses 
at Keeneland. 

Keene Gurnee. Lexington breeder and 
owner, thought that $200 was “pretty 
steep for those of us who would like to 
sell our $1,000 horses.” Evans replied 
that $200 had been decided upon in 
order to avoid crowding the sale with 
cheap horses. 

Evans was questioned about the com- 
pany’s forthcoming Illinois sale and about 
the policy of drawing for position at the 
Keeneland fall yearling sales. He said 
a sale would be held in Illinois in late 
summer, probably at Arlington Park dur- 
ing the last week of August. if enough 
stalls could be found. The drawing for 
position at the fall sales will be discon- 
tinued. 

“We found the draw was not fair to 
those who had been selling with us for a 
number of years.” Evans said. “and we 
will revert to the policy of placing con- 
signors pretty much by seniority.” 


George Swinebroad. executive vice 
president, reported that final selection 


of 350-375 yearlings for the summer sales 
would be made next week. 


“IT have seen most of the yearlings al- 
ready.” he said. “and if we take 375 
yearlings we are going to have to accept 
some yearlings which are not fully devel- 
eped and some late foals. I have come 
across more late foals this year than ever 
before. I don’t know if 2 years ago was 
just a bad year for getting mares in foal 
early, or whether all these syndicated 
stallions are keeping people breeding 
mares up to the end of June. But you 
are going to have a hard time getting a 
good price for these late foals.” 

Ray Cassell. owner of Whyworry Farm. 
Harrodsburg, Ky., asked what Swinebroad 
would do if he owned a share in a syn- 
dicated stallion and was unable to get a 
mare in foal. “I guess I'd try, too.” 
Swinebroad replied. “but I’m telling you 
we aren't going to be able to take all 
those late foals in the summer sales.” 

Swinebroad said the summer sales 
would be concluded in 3 days this year, a 
day earlier than in 1958. The fall yearling 
sales will be conducted again during the 
Keeneland race meeting, with a sale of 
breeding-and-racing stock after the race 
meeting. There will be one change: all 
herses of racing age will be sold in a 
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single session instead of being scattered 
through the breeding-stock consignments. 

The 4 directors whose terms had ex- 
pired — A. B. Hancock Jr., Tollie Young. 
Mrs. Parker Poe, and Ira Drymon—were 
reelected, as were the officers. Dr. Charles 
E. Hagyard. president; Hancock, vice 
president: and Leslie Combs II. secretary- 
treasurer. Warner L. Jones Jr. was elect- 
ed to fill the unexpired term of Mrs. F. 
Warrington Gillet. who resigned as a di- 
rector.

He won his first 
race of the 1959 season in France in good 
style. 

Masham won the 7-furlong Greenham 
Stakes at Newbury on April 17, taking 
the lead from a moderate colt only in the 
last 50 yards. Nobody doubts the class of 
Masham, and nobody trusts his disposi- 
tion. 

Carnoustie was favorite over Billum. 
Lindsay, and others in the one-mile Thirsk 
Classic Trial Stakes on April 18. He came 
from behind for an easy victory over Agri- 
cola, with Billum and Lindsay third and 
fourth at 2-length intervals. 

Rosalba made her reappearance in the 
7-furlong Fred Darling Stakes at New- 
bury on the 18th. She won in the easiest 
fashion from the Alycidon filly Alice 
Delysia, which was receiving 10 pounds. 
Be Careful, making her first start of the 
year in the 7-furlong One Thousand 
Guineas Trial Stakes at Kempton, was 
favorite, but she faded in the stretch and 
finished only third, 6 lengths behind Spice 
(*Aretic Prince—Turkish Delight. by 
Turkhan) and Donna (Donore—Bashful. 
by Precipitation). Donna, beaten a short 
head. later was third in the Fred Darling 
Stakes, beaten 8 lengths.

Shocks at Randwick 


SypNry. The autumn carnival of the 
Australian Jockey Club at Randwick 
began with a shock and continued with 
shocks for the poor punter. 

For a beginner. the outsider of 3 run- 
ners in the St. Leger led all the way. 
Bardshah (Royal Empire—Camshah) won 
narrowly from the odds-on Valerius (Del- 
ville Wood—Eternal City) and the Mel- 
bourne filly Chicola. 

The rich Doncaster Handicap, first leg 
of the big eastern double, saw a_ bright 
array of Sydney sprinters eclipsed by the 
Victorian challenger Tudor Hill. whose 
owner, the English industrialist S. G. Mor- 
gan. thought so little of the gelding’s 
chances that he left Australia without 
waiting to see the race. The 5-year-old 
Tudor Hill (Ottoman—Charmeuse, by 
Enfield) won by 3 lengths from the west- 
ern 3-year-old On Guard (Night Guardian 
—Sanstern), with Book Link third. 

The favorites. Skyline and Fuss. were 
sixteenth and seventeenth. The Oakleigh 
Plate and Newmarket Handicap winner 
Gold Stakes was best of the locals: he 
finished fourth. Tudor Hill had finished

second to Gold Stakes and had won a 
good race at a mile, but he was allowed 
to go off at 25 to 1. Time for the mile on 
a holding track was 1:36.3. 

New Zealand was represented by half 
of the dozen runners in the 2-mile Sydney 
Cup. including the favored Foxmara (Fox- 
bridge—Clarashah). which appeared to 
have it sewn up until he twisted a plate 
in the last furlong. The mishap enabled 
the 5-year-old gelding On Line (Chateau 
Roussel—Straight Putt) to capture the 
£9.387 first money by a head. Bardshah 
was third. The heavyweights Baystone 
and Ark Royal (prolific big race winner 
in New Zealand) found the going too 
heavy. while Prince Darius finished last.

Non-Access Highways 


We are shocked to read there have 
heen “few” complaints about inter- 
state highway route shown in The Blood- 
Horse, April 18. We ourselves submitted 
to the proper authorities what con- 
sidered a violent complaint. and we know 
there have been others. 

We are. of course. anxious for the 
highways to miss Hamburg Place. but we 
are also concerned for our neighbors on 
other Blue Grass farms. 

As we see it. the interstate highways 
CANNOT this area of Fayette 
County without doing irreparable damage 
to most of the farms touched. Lexington’s 
reputation as “Heart of the Blue Grass” 
depends somewhat upon the existence of 
ferms such as these.

We believe the majority of Fayette 
County farmers and horsemen DO NOT 
want these non-aceess highways near them. 
We understand that land owners outside 
the Blue Grass area are more anxious 
to have these highways. When they are 
wanted elsewhere. why should they be 
forced upon us? 

The reputation of Lexington has long 
been established. We are convinced that 
the city’s future prosperity DOES NOT 
cepend upon having the interstate high- 
ways in immediate proximity. 

We recognize Kentucky’s need for a 
good road system. We do not claim to be 
highway engineers. but we are certain 
that a more satisfactory route than the 
present proposed one can be found. We 
are ready and willing to take any honor- 
able action necessary 
this purpose.
